THE GARRETT CASEy 


MRS. EDGECOMB UNDER CROS6- 
. EXAMINATION. 


She Details a Pitiful Story in What- 
ever Light It Is Viewed—Other 
Girls Implicated in the Abomi- 
nable Mess — An Acknowledg- 
ment of Deceit. 


The Garrett case was continued at 
10 o’clock yesterday morning until 
this afternoon, on account of an un- 
avoidable absence of the attorney in 
other courts. 

At 1:30 o’clock, the examination was 
resumed before Justice Lockwood, 
with closed doors, although reporters 
were allowed toremain. The District 
Attorney could not send any of his 
regular deputies to take charge of the 
prosecution, and Mr. Payton was as- 
sisted by Mr. Deal. 

When Capt. Garrett came into the 
courtroom, he looked haggard. Mrs. 
Maila Garrett-Edgcomb looked very 
much worn by the ordeal through 
which she is passing. 

Mr. Williams tried again to have 

her husband excluded from the 
courtroom, but Justice Lockwood re- 
fused to grant his motion. Before the 
eross- examination of Mrs. Edgecomb 
was resumed, Gen. John M. Baldwin 
was allowed to give his testimony, as 
he was obliged to leave the city. He 
was introduced with reference to Capt. 
Garrett’s character. 
He testified that he became ac- 
quainted with Garrett in May, 1888, 
and that the latter worked in the street 
department of the city when the wit- 
ness was Superintendent of Streets. 
The witness had never heard the char- 
acter of the defendant discussed. Upon 
one occasion he remembered that Gar- 
rett had some trouble in his family, 
and the matter was mentioned in the 
office, Garrett saying that his daughter 
was disobedient and he had sent her 
to a Mrs. Watson’s. 

As soon as Mrs. Edgecomb was called 
to the stand it was seen that Attorney 
Williams had prepared for a terrific 
onslaught upon her. He had several 
pages of legal-cap manuscript before 
him, upon which questions were writ- 
ten. e and Garrett moved their 
chairs close up to the witness, who be- 
came visibly nervous, and whispered 
something to Mr. Payton. He ad- 
dressed the Court and asked that 
Capt. Garrett be requested to 
move further away trom the 
witness, as she was afraid of him. 
The Court granted the request, and 
both sides took their seats at the oppo- 
site side of the long table. The exam- 
ination was a series of surprises and 
became painfully dramatic. The ques- 
tions by Mr. illiams brought out 
a mass of testimony, which, if true, 
would make out the blackest case in 
the history of Los Angeles. The au- 
swers were clearly and at times excit- 
edly given, and, in the long examina- 
tion, the witness never wavered. The 
attorney was not able toconfuse her at 
all. The first question caused her 
cheeks to become scariet.

JUSTICE FIELD DECIDES THE 
CUDDY CASE. 


The Jury Influencer Remanded to 
Jail to Serve Out the Remainder 
of His Sentence—Full Text of 
the Decision— Judge Ross. Sus- 
tained. 


The last chance that T. J. Cuddy had 
to oyerturn the decision of United 
States District Judge Ross went by the 
board yesterday morning in the United 
States Circuit Court. A stubborn and 
persistent fight has been made during 
the six months he has been in the 
County Jail to secure his release. 
Even after the Supreme Court of the 
United States had affirmed the judg- 
ment of Judge Ross, one last attempt 
was made, within 48 hours of the ex- 
piration of the sentence. Judge Field, 
now holding Circuit Court in Los An- 
geles, was asked to grant a rehearingin 
the case. Yesterday he denied the 
_ petition and remanded the petitioner 
to jail, and at 12 o’clock last night his 

term expired and he walked out of jail 
afree man. The text of Judge Field’s 
opinion in the important case is as fol- 
lows:

The petition sets forth the proceed- 
ings taken by the court, and alleges 
that the transaction which was the 
basis of the charge against the peti- 
tioner, and for which the judgment 
was rendered, took place on the llth 
day of February, 1889, when the District 
Court was not in session, and nearly a 
quarter of a mile distant from the 
courthouse in which that court is held. 
He therefore claims that the District 
Court has no jurisdiction to try and 
sentence him for the alleged contempt, 
because the act charged as such was 
committed at the time and place desig- 
nated, and was not adjudged to have 
been done corruptly, or by threats or 
force. The purport of the objection is 
that the act charged as a contempt was 
not committed in the presence of the 
Court, or so near thereto as to obstruct 
the administration of justice, and 
therefore did not present a case within 
the power of the Court to punish sum- 
marily, under section 725 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and therefore that the 
judgment was "illegal and void. That 
section reads as follows: 

“The said courts (of the United States) 
shall have power to punish, by fine or im- 
prisonment, at the discretion of the Court, 
contempts of theirauthority; provided, that 
such power to punish contempts shall not 
be construed to extend to any case except 
the misbehavior of any person in their pres- 
ence, or so near thereto as to obstruct the 
administration of justice, the misbehavior 
of any of the officers of said courts in their 
official transactions, and the disobedience 
or resistance by any such officer, or by any 
party, juror, Witness or other person, to any 
awful writ, process, order, rule, decree or 
command of said courts,” 

The Marshal returns the warrant of 
commitment under which he holds the 
prisoner. By consent of parties the 
record in the case of the petitioner be- 
fore the District Court and in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States is 
also presented. By that record it ap- 
12 that the petitioner, on the 9th 

ay of April, 1889, appli®d to the 
District Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of California for a writ of habeas 
corpus in order that he might be dis- 
charged from the imprisonment now 
complained of, asserting, as now, that 
the same was illegal, for the reason 
that the Court had no jurisdiction to 
try and sentence him, because the mat- 
ters set forthin the judgment do not 
constitute any contempt under section 
725 of the Revised Statutes, and be- 
cause the proceedings were insuflicient 
to give the Court jurisdiction to pro- 
ceed to judgment, and because the 
— — was not founded upon pro- 
ceedings in due course of law. That 
the Diatrict Court, after due consider- 
ation, denied the application for a 
writ. That thereupon an appeal was 
taken from the judgment to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, 
where, after argument and due con- 
sideration, the judgment was affirmed. 

The additional matter set forth in 
the present application consists only 

the testimony which was before the 


District Court, when the question of 
contempt charged against the peti- 
tioner was considered, and which 
oe ht have been contained in the ree- 

to the Supreme Court, and if 
— important for the due consid- 
eration of the validity of the judgment 
of the District Court, should have 
been thus presented. The finding and 
judgment of the District Court do not 
state that the acts constituting the al- 
leged contempt were done in the pres- 
ence of the Court, or so near thereto as 
to obstruct the administration of jus- 
tice. The Supreme Court held that if 
done in the presence of the Court, 
„that is, in the place set apart for the 
use of the Court, its officers, 3 and 
witnesses, they were clearly a con- 
tempt, punishable as provided in Sec- 
tion 725 of the Revised Statutes, by 
fine or imprisonment, at the dis- 
cretion of the Court and without 
indictment,’’ but that inasmuch as the 
District Court possesses superior juris- 
diction within the meaning of the 
familiar rule that the judgments of 
such court cannot be attacked collat- | 
erall 4 it must be presumed that it 
acted rightly upon such a state of 
facts as pint a its judgment; that 
the want of jurisdiction not appearing 
affirmatively, it must be presumed that 
the evidence made a case within its 
jurisdiction to punish the petitioner 
in the mode prescribed. The judg- 
ment of the District Court was there- 
fore affirmed. 

The petitioner, in the present appli- 
cation, as appears from what has 
already been said, supplies what was 
omitted in his record to the Supreme 
Court. At the outset the question is 
thus presented whether it is permis- 
sible for a ey A to appeal from a judg- 
ment denying his application, volun- 
tarily omitting a material portion of 
his case, and, after oe the judg- 
ment of the appellate court upon the 
record presented, and failing therein, 
to renew his application before another 
court or justice of the United States, 
without first having obtained leave for 
that purpose from the appellate court. 

Before passing upon this question 
some consideration should be given to 
the position of the District Attorney 
as tothe jurisdiction of the Court to 
punish summarily as a contempt an 
act obstructing the administration of 
justice in pending cases, even if com- 
mitted at a distance from the court- 
room. He contends, if I rightly un- 
derstand him, that all the officers and 
parties necessarily attending or sum- 
moned to attend in pending cases in 
the courts of the United States as mar- 
shals, clerks, jurors aud witnesses are 
go near thereto,” that is, so connected 
therewith—applying the terms ‘‘so 
near thereto“ ndicating relation- 
ship of subject rather than relation- 
ship of place—that misbehavior toward 
them, though distant at the time from 
the courtroom, or during the tempor- 
ary adjournment of the court, consti- 
tutes a contempt punishable under the 
statute. Certain it is that attempts to 
turn such officers or parties from the 
strict performance of their duty, in or- 
der to secure the selection of particular 
persons as jurors, or to bias the judg- 
ment of the jurors selected, or to influ- 
ence witnesses’ to suppress or 
qualify their testimony, or to ab- 
sent themselves from the ceurt, or 
threats of violence, or the use of in- 
2 language to thém respecting, 
or to influence their conduct, thoug 
uttered or done outside of the court- 
house, and at a distance from it, are 
as much an obstruction to the admin- 
istration of justice as though 28 
or done within its walls.

But the statute also declares the dis- 
obedience or resistance by any person 
of any “lawful writ, process, order, 
rule, decree or command” of the 
courts of the United States to be a 
contempt. Itis the practice of the 
District Courts of the United States to 
command all persons summoned and 
sworn as term trial jurors to avoid 
speaking with others and not to allow 
others to speak to them with respect 
to cases which may be tried b efore 
them. Such a command, if a standing 
rule of the court, or given as usual in 
its instructions to the jurors then ac- 
cepted, would bind all persons, jurors, 
parties and others cognizant of it, and 
a disobedience of it would be a. flagrant 
contempt. Nothing, indeed, can tend 
more to — the administration of 
justice than to allow tampering with 
jurors. Any atte mpts, however slight 
to swerve them from the strict line o 
their duty, should be punished with 
the utmost rigor. Purity in the ad- 
ministration of justice could not oth- 
erwise be m@intained, and such purity 
is the only safety of the people under a 
free and popular Gov ernment. 

I suppose | such a command was given 
by the District Court in its instructions 
to the trial jurors of the term, to one 
of whom the improper a proach was 
made which constitutes the contempt 
for which the petitioner was sentenced 
to be imprisoned, but as no record is 
preserved of it, Teannot act upon the 
9 of the fact. 

return, therefore, to the question 
whether the petitioner can renew his 
application for the writ after the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court on his 
appeal to that tribunal without first 
having obtained its leave. If he can 
renew it on another record, which may 
also be in some other particular de- 
fective, and so on indefinitely when- 
ever he fails on appeal, itis plain that 
the writ may often become an instru- 
ment of oppression instead of a means 
of relieving one from an unjust and il- 
legal imprisonment. 

he writ of habeas corpus, it is 
true, is the writ of freedom, and is 80 
highly esteemed that by the common 
law of England application can be 
made for its issue by one illegally de- 
tained of his liberty, to every justice 
of the kingdom having the right to 
grant such writs. No appealor writ 
of error was allowed there from a 
Judgment refusing a writ, nor indeed 
could there have been any occasion for 
any such writ, as a renewed applica- 
tion could be made to every other jus- sf 
tice of the realm. The doctrine of 
res judicata was not held applicable to 
a decision of one court or justice 
therein; the entire judicial power of 
the country could thus be exhausted. 
(Ex parte Kaine, 3 Blatchford 5, and 
cuses there cited.) The same doctrine 
formerly prevailed in the several States 
of the Union, and in the absence of 
statutory provisions is the doctrine 
prevailing now. In many instances 
great abuses have attended this privi- 
lege, which have led insomeof the 
States to legislation on the sub- 
— And in the absence of such 
egislation, while the doctrine of res 
judicata does not apply, it is held that 
the officers before whom the second ap- 
plication is made may take into con- 
sideration the fact that a previous ap- 
plication had been made to another 
Officer and refused, and in some in- 
stances that fact may justify a refusal 
of the second. The action of the 
Court or Justice on the second applica- 
tion will naturally be affected to some 
degree by the character-of the Court or 
officer.to whom the 10 lication was 
made, n the consid- 


eration given to it. I hardly think that 
an ordinary justice would feel like disre- 
garding and setting aside the judg- 
ment of a magistrate like Chief Jus- 
tice Marshal, or Chief Justice Taney, 
who had refused an application for a 
writ after a full consideration. 

In some States an exception is also 
engrafted upon the general doctrine, 
where a writ is issued, to determine as 
between husband and wife, which of 
the two shall have the custody of their 
children. In what I have said, I refer. 
of course to cases where a second ap- 
plication is made upon the same facts 
presented, or which might have been 
presented, on the first. course the 
question is entirely different when sub- 
sequent occurring events have changed 
the situation of the petitioner so as in 
fact to present a new and different 
case for consideration. 

In the present application there are 
no new facts which did not exist when 
the first was presented. And under 
the law of the United States an appeal 
is allowed to the Supreme Court where 
the writ is refused, a provision which 
would seem to have been adopted to 
prevent a second application upon the 
same facts which were or might have 
been presented in the first instance. 
am of the opinion that in such a case 
a second application should not be 
heard, except where the judgment of 
affirmance by the Supreme Court is 
rendered without prejudice to or with 
leave to make a new application by the 
—— The petitioner need not 
ave appealed from the refusal of the 
District Court; he could have applied 
to the Circuit J udge, and also after- 
wards tothe Circuit Justice. He did 
not think proper to pursue that course, 
but took his appeal to the Supreme 
Court, and during the argument there 
no suggestion was made that the record 
did not fully disclose the petitioner’s 
case, and when that tribunal decided 
the case no request was made for per- 
mission to renew the application; and 
now the imprisonment of the petitioner 
under the judgment affirmed by that 
court is drawing to a close. It will 
expire with this day. This writ must 
therefore be dismissed and the peti- 
tion remanded, and it is so ordered.

WONG FOO CLIMBS THE GOLDEN 
STAIRS. 


A Determined Suicide—The Inquest 
— About the Oity —Gleanings — 
Here and There — Interesting 
Local Fountain—Pecrsonal Men- 
tion. 


PASADENA, Aug. 12.—|Correspond- 
ence of Tne Ts.] Wong Foo, 
a leprous son of Confucius, climbed 
the golden stairs by hanging himself, 
in a small frame building, on Belle- 
fontaine avenue, near the barns of the 
Falr Qaks-avenue car line, ata time 
and for a cause unknown to the jury. 
The news of the suicide spread like 
wildfire, and by 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing over a hundred people had 
tramped the mile from the center of 
the city to get a glimpse of a man hung 
suspended by arope from the rafters 
cf the ceiling. 

HOW DISCOVERED. 

The body, which had the appearance 
from the outside of being a dummy.“ 
was first discovered by Augustus 
Bagnard, foreman of a gang of labor- 
ers on the Altadena Railroad. The 
time was at 7:30 this morning. Bag- 
nard called to a companion to take a 
look at the corpse, and, through u 
a screen door, they saw the 
figure of the dead Chinaman dangling 
in the air. ) 

HOW HE DID IT. 

The heathen had evidently been lay- 
ing on a bedspread out on the floor, 
and, growing despondent, had gotten 
up togo across to the laundry just 
opposite on Fair Oaks avenue. hile 

ere he had secured a rope, and on en- 
tering the house determined to place 
his plans into execution. Fastening 
the rope four-ply to each end of the 
rafter he stepped out of his sandals on 
to a soap box, and after adjusting the 
noose to his neck kicked off the trap 
from under him, and went hurriedly to 
eternity by the rope route. 

SUSPICION OF FOUL PLAY. 

The difficulty in getting any in- 
formation from the Celestials near by, 
and the fact that he had been shoved 
off to take care of himself, led many to 
believe he had been foully dealt with. 
Foo has been a resident of this city 


about two years, but during the last 


nine months has been afflicted with 

leprosy. Medical skill proving of no 

avail, the Chinese in this part of the 

town resolved themselves into a 

council and decided he should be 

kept by the body politic until time re- 

stored him to his once good health. 

These statements are corroborated by 

Yuen Kee, who lives across the way, 

and who has been a resident of Pasa- 

dena during the past 15 years. Dr. W. 

L. McAllister, who examined the body 

at the undertaking parlors of Reynolds 
Bros., pronounced death due tostrangu- 
lation, and that there was no appear- 
ance of bodily injury from any outside 
sources.

MILESTONES ALONG THE HIGH- 
WAY OF HISTORY. 


The Battle of Blenheim One of the 
Fifteen Decisive Contests—Pope 
Sixtus 1V.—The Earthquake of 
1816—Levoisier, the Chemist. 


The battle of Blenheim, which was 
fougpt August 13, 1704, is reckoned 
among the fifteen decisive battles o 
the world. That perfidious, able and 
victorious General, the Duke of Marl, 
borough, commanded the forces of the 
ullies, while Marshals Tallard and 
Marsin, together with the Elector of 
Bavaria, commanded the French and 


| Bavarians. The Emperor being threat- 


ened with a fresh insurrection in Hun- 
gary, recalled Prince Eugene from Ita- 
ly; Marlborough effected a junction 
with him by a rapid march, which 
Marshal Villeroi sought in vain to pre- 
vent. The hostile armies met on Au- 
gust 13th between the village of Blen- 
heim and the town of Hochstett near 
the Danube. The forces were about 
equal, but on the French side the coun- 
sels were divided; the various corps 
acted independently. Tallard, sus- 
tained, single handed, the attack of 
the English and the Dutch commanded 
by Marlborough. He was made pris- 
oner and his son was killed by his side. 
The cavalry having lost their leader 
and bein 1 Tu by the enemy, took 
to flight in the direction of the Danube; 
many officers and soldiers perished in 
the river; the slaughter was awful. 
Marsin and the Elector, who had re 
—.— flve successive charges of Prince 

ugene, succeeded in effecting their 
retreat; but Bavaria and Cologne were 
lost, Landau was recovered by the al- 
lies after a siege of two months, the 
French army recrossed the Rhine, Al- 
sace was uncovered and Germany evac- 
uated.

He 
was crowned King of Lombardy in 844, 
and after 849 shared the Leake oa dig- 
nity with his father. enjoyed 
the barren title of Emperor alone in 
He succeeded his brother Lo- 
thaire as King of Lorraine in 869, and 
was seized by his uncles, Charles the 
Bald and Louis the German, but the 
Pope supported his cause and crowned 
him King of Lorraine in 872. Louis 
II. died August 13, 875, when he was 
succeeded by Charles the Bald. It was 
this old Empire of the West, founded 
by Charlemagne in 8 which Napo- 
leon I. sought to revive a thousand 
years later, and which it has been the 
ambition of Bismarck to construct 
upon an enduring basis. 
POPE S8IXTUS IV. 
Pope Sixtus LV. was born on July 31, 
1414, and was chosen as successor of 
Paul II. in 1471. Owing to a vow of 
his mother, he entered the Franciscan 
Order, and early acquired a reputation 
for eloquence. His zeal and piety pro- 
cured him the honor of the post of 
General of the Order, and the fame of 
his devotion reaching Paul II., he was, 
against his will, raised to the Cardinal- 
ate by that pontiff.

THE EARTHQUAKE OF 1816. 
In the United States and the north- 
ern part of Europe earthquakes are of 
such infrequent occurrence as to com- 
mand particular attention when they 
do take place. The cause of earth- 
quakes is unknown, but it is observed 
that they take the form of an earth- 
wave, which is 1 over a lar 11e 
area in a very small space of time. The 
most remarkable earthquake in Great 
Britain occurred at 11 o' clock in the 
evening * August 13, 1816, when shocks 
were felt over nearly the whole of the 
north of Scotland. At Aberdeen houses 
were shaken to the foundation; the 
heaviest articles of furniture were 
moved and a rumbling noise was heard 
as if some heavy bodies were rolling 
along the roof. In many houses the 
bells were set ringing, and the agita- 
tion of the wires continued visible for 
some time after the cessation of the 
shock. At Montrose, the leaves of 
folding-tables rattied, the firearms rang 
against the fenders, and next 
morning many of the ‘doors were found 
difficult to open. Many people leaped 
from their beds, imagining their houses 
were falling, while others ran down 
stairs in great anxiety, supposing that 
some accident had happened.
